‘ON THE NEW YORE STOCK EX- 
CHANGE TO-DAY. 


Course of the Trading end Incidents of 
‘the Fray— Some Failures Announced, 
Butea Rumor That Three Banks Are 
Weak Is Denied by the Clearing-House

New York, May 4.—When Chairman 
Mitchell of the New York Stock Exchange 
rapved three times with his wooden mallet 
this morning a hundred members or wore let 
out one wil@whoop. 

There were three distinct rushes on the 
floor at the opening. On the south side the 
Cordage people gathered. And such a gath- 
ering! The wildest scrimmage the foot ball 
Nelda havever seen was puttoshame. Mem- 
bers from every quarter, a moment before 
the opening standing about listlessly, were 
transtormed into howling demons, and with 
arms wildly swinging line windmills, they 
fornied for the fray. 

On the Broad street side the Sugar crowd 
made thinge quite as lively, though the num- 
bers were not great, but what these brokers 
lacked in numbers, they made up in the va- 
Fiety of their rushing tactics. Instead of 
standing erect and trying to fight their way 
to the center, would double up their 
bodies and with a run make for the slight- 


est opening, and ina moment they would 
bob up serenely, pad in hand, prepared to do 
or die. 


Im the center the Chicago “Gas people held 
their argument. They were less demon- 
strative than the others and took mattersa 
little easier. 

At the different entrances tothe exchange 
members rushed in and out like wild Indians. 
No one thought of walking. Faces were in 
many cases paled and worn. There were no 
smiles. 

Cordage common, which closed last night 
at 36%, opened anywhere between 37 and2s und 
quickly sold down to 26%. From this figure 
‘there was a rally, but later the stock de- 
clined to 26. This makes a total fall of 35 
points since last Friday. Cordage preferred 
gold down to 6, against a closing of 78 last 
night. It was a Waterloo for the National 
Cordage Co. 

The restofthe market was fairly steady, 
2 at about yesterday’s closing figures 

and withoutany great amount of activity. 
t 10 o’clock the chairman’s gavel callea 
excited brokers around his desk. He an- 
mounced the fatlure of Henry Allen & Co. of 
The firm was formed in May, 
* did a very large business both in 
grain and stocks. It was very heavily short 
of Sugar during the big February rise in that 
stock. It is supposed to have had recently a 
very large interest in Cordage. One of its 
large customers was W. G. Weaver Loper, 
Jr., a son ot one of the Cordage company’s 
directors. The house was of the gilt-edged 
Variety. The customers were noted for their 
good clothes and high living. 

Henry Allen & Co. 's manager said that the 
assignment of the firm was wholly unex. 
pected, and was brought about by the fan- 
ure ofa number of their customers to re- 
spond when called upon for margins. The 
amount of liabilities canmot be definitely 
stated until later in the day. Both partners 
were at the office to-day endeavoring to 
straighten out matters. 

Schuyler Walden, who has been a member 
of the Stock Exchange since 188i, announced 
at I: o’clock that he was unable to meet his 
contracts. Yesterday he turned bull and 
bought heavily of Cordage. When that stock 
went down this morning he called upon his 
customers for whom he purchased Cordage, 
and their failure to respond resulted in his 
going under. He said that he thought his 
suspension would be only temporary. Mem- 
Ders of the clearing-house committee say 
that no meeting of the clear{ng-houses or of 
the cilearine-house committee has been 
called, and that so far as they know there is 
no bank in trouble or whose condition in any 
way needs inspection by the clearing house.

Attempted Pension Fraud. 


HE WAS IDENTIFIED BY TENNESSEE 
PENITENTIARY OFFICIALS

A a Former Inmate of That Prison Con- 
victed of Horse Stealing—A Legal In 
‘vestigation Begins To-Morrow—The 
Claimant Clings to His Statement That 
He Is the Ex-Soldier, Wm. Newby 
Shot at Shiloh—The Strange Story. 


FAIRFIELD, In., May 4.—The recent pub- 
lications in the Post-Dispatca of articles 
concerning William Newby, the alleged loug- 
lost soldier, has revived what was getting to 
be a waning interest in that individual, and 
when it was learned here yesterday that the 
efforts on the part of the Government to es- 
tablish his identity had resulted in his arrest 
at Springfield, this State, last Saturday, and 
that he is now confined in jail awalit- 
ing a preliminary trial on the 
charge of impersonating another man 
and thus attempting to defraud 
the Government ofa large sum of money, it 
setthe entire community to discussing the 
case in all its featnres. 

A strong local interest is felt in the case by 
residents of this county, because of the fact 
that it is the home ofa large number of Will- 
lam Newby’s comrades, and also because 
that individual was himself well known to 
many of our older citizens. There has al- 
ways been a doubt in the minds of quite a 


number of the people here as to 
the identity of the individual claim- 
ing to be William Newby, and 


not a few have been outspoken if their dec- 
laration that he was not the person he 
claimed to be. Among the number was 
Pressly Newby, a brother of the genuine 
William Newby, who has never missed an 
opportunity to denounce the claimant as an 
imposter. Another person who is equally 
confident that the claimant is a fraud is Capt. 
J. J. Funkhouser, who commanded the com- 
pany in the 40th Regiment, of which Newby 


was a member. The late W. C. (Buck) 
Murphy, also an army comrade of 
the genuine Newby, was another 


who let no opportunity pass to denounce the 
present claimant as a fruud andan imposter. 
On the other hand, there are a large number 
of relatives and close friends of the old 
soldier who have yielded to the evidence 
‘submitted and have acknowledged the 
identity of the claimant. In doing this, how- 
ever, each of the parties aver t hat there has 
been a wonderful transformation in the 


physical. appearance Of the man, The 
original Newby, when he enlisted more 
than thirty years ago, and up to 
the time he was reported as 
killed on the battlefield at Shiloh, wasa de- 
cided blonde, his hair and whiskers being 
lightand his eyes light bDiue. He was also 
large boned and of-a compact, muscular 
bulld. The present Claimant has coal black 
eyes, is dark-skinned, is about two inches 
taller than the original Newby, and his 
hands are small and shapely enough for 
those of a woman. All these transforma- 
tions, however, did not weigh against proofs 
the claimant was able to present, and 
the widow of the dead soldier, 
as well as many of nis nearest 
relatives, announced themselves as con- 
vinced that he was the original and long- 
missing Willlam Newby. 

So longas the claimant contented himself 
with trying to convince the friends and rela- 
tives of Newby that he was not an imposter 
there was not much effort made to sift the 
matter to the bottom, but when this wassup- 
plemented by the filing of a claim against the 
Government for a total disability pension 
vith back pay amounting to $20,000, 
the interest of Uncle Sam was aroused, ‘and 
then began a searching investigation of the 
past history of the present claimant. The 
original Newby would be about 68 or 64 years 
of age. Ihe claimant looks to be about 50. 
In the first application for pension the 
claimant placed his at years. A sec- 


ond claim, flled thirty * later, gives his

Having secured what evidence he could in 
Tennessee, Pension Examiner McBride in- 
formed Newby that they would at 
once proceed to Springfield, ni., where 
there resided a member of the 40th IIiinois 
Infantry, and if the latter should recognize 
him the identification would be comple oe. 
Newby was informed that the name of this 
old comrade of his was Kavanaugh, and that 
be would be taken to see him immediately on 
their arrival at Springfleld. The little scheme 
worked just as the Examiner intended it 
should. Upon being introduced to Kavanaugh 
Newby at once recognized him as an old 
comrade and gave him the hand of fraternal 
greeting.

THE RIVER FALLING. 


The Water Has Gone Down Two-Tenths 
of a Feot. 


The Ohio bas fallen 2 feet at Pittsburg and risen 
2 feet at Parkersburg; at Oincinnati it has fallen 
1.5 feet; at Evansville risen 1.3 feet and at Cairo 
0.8 of a foot. where itis now 7.6 feet. The Kan- 
awhe has risen 9 feet at Chariestos, W. Va. The 
Big Sandy at Louisa has risen 7 feet. The Cumber- 
land at Nashville has fallen 1 foot. The Tennessee 
at Chattanooga has risen 7 feet. The Misseuri is 
stationary. The Mississippifrom St. Paul to Du- 
Duque is rising; from Davenportto 886. Louis fall- 
ing. At St. Louis the stage is 31.3. The Arkansas 
is falling slightly. The lower Mississippi is rising. 


The river at st. Louis to-day shows a depth 
of 31.3 feet, a fall of two-tenths of a foot since 
yesterday. At the office of the Weather 
Bureau itis predicted that the water will 
fall fast to-day at Hermann, Mo. There has 
been a fall of ene foot within the past 
twenty-four hours. At Alton the water 
fell one foot, at Quincy one-tenth of a foot, 
at Louisiana seven-tenths of a foot, and at 
Hannibal one-tenthof afoot. The water at 
St. Paul stands at 16.8 feet, Which is the 
highest on record, but it is mot believed that 
this will have any appretiable effect on the 
river at this point. A continued fall is pre- 
dicted, except in the of heavy rains. 


ON THE UPPER MISSISSIPPI. 


THE CROW AND OTHER TRIBUTARIES BANK FULL 
AND RISING. 

Sr. Pat, Minn., May 4.—Reports late last 
night from Central Minnesota points indicate 
that the south-flowing rivers are all steadily 
rising. The Crow River has gone to a point 
higher than ever known before, sweeping 
many bridges away. At St. Paul the 
Mississippi continued to rise all day, 
compelling. the stove works to suspend 
work. Many storehouses along the river 
have been temporarily abandoned and the 
Owners are suffering some inconvenience, 
The west side flats below the bridge are al- 
most completely under water, and the flat 
ters are paddling around in boats trying to 
save as much of their personal effects as 
possible. The Bohemian flats are ina simi- 
lar condition,

PROTESTANTS CALLED UPON TO UNITE 
AGAINST ITS POWER. 


The Romaniste Held Responsible for the 
French Revolution and the Civil War 
—The Second Day’s Session of the 

German Luther

The German Methodist Conference was re- 
sumed at 9 o’clock this morning with scrip- 
tural reading and comments. Prof. Geo. B. 
Addicks read a paper on the question, Do 
Dangers Threaten Our Nation From the 
Roman Catholic Church? Ifso How Shall We 
Array Ourselves Against It?’’ The reader, 
who is a young, clean-shaven man, began 
an alleged history of the Roman Catholic 
Church from the year 1500 A. D. To it he 
traced allthe bloody wars and tyrannical 
acts of the later centuries. The French 
revolution and the rebellion in the United 
States, he charged, were caused and fost- 
tered by the influence of the Romish Church. 
The church, he said, is an enemy to 
the public school, and wants a aivision 
of the school funds for its priestly 
governed and nun-taught schools. It 
wishes a share, he went on to say, in the 
offices and eventually to control all of them 
as its Tammay Hall does in New York. It 
Owes allegiance, he asserted, to a foreign 
potentate, hence its members cannot be 
good citizens; and it is everywhere an 
enemy to constitutional government in 
Italy, Spain, France and the 
United States. He read a number of 
alleged extracts from Germania, the Catholic 
Tribune and an address by the Bishop of Cin- 
cinnati and others in proof of his remarks. 
After venting his feelings in this strain he 
proceeded to furnish a theory for dealing 
with the Catholic Church. 

HIS ADVICE. 

He demanded first an act of Congress deny- 
ing the right of suffrage to any Jew or Mor- 
mon, Catholic or unbellever who could 
not read intelligently the constitution of the 
United States. Then he urged a complete 
unification of Protestant churches in oppo-, 
sition to Romanism. He took occasion at 
this juncture to compliment the Catholic 
Church on its splendid solidity and union 
and said Protestant churcheg could meet on 
some common points sufficiently,so at least to 


combat Catholics at election time, using 
as a sword in the fight the united force of the 
younger Protestants, who would in the future 
as they did at the late elections in St. Louis 
within a year, fully triumph over Romanism 
and help to wipeit from the face of the

SWEPT THE TOWN. 


A Disastrous Fire Wistts the City of 
a Bonne Terre. 


BONNE TERRE, Mo., May 4.— The most dis- 
astrous fire in the history of this place 
occurred at 1 o’cilock this morning. The 
fire was first seen in the second 
story of the Nix building from 
which it spread quickly to the large 
two and a half story frame of John 
Wilkson, from which it quickly crossed the 
street to the large Rongey bullding, which, 
with the grocery store of John A. Sprott on 
the east, were entirely destroyed.

LEWISTON’ 8 RESERVOIR. 


The Freed Waters Spreading Over the 
Miami Walley. 

TOLEDO, O., May 4.—The Miami River has 
its source in the Lewiston Reservoir and be- 
gins at the wasteway, which broke yester- 
day. 

The first break took away 100 feet of the 
wasteway, directly in front of a covered 
bridge 150 feet long, which spanned the 
Miami River only about seventy-five feet 
from the reservoir. This bridge was sup- 
ported by heavy piling driven intothe ground 
eighteen feet, but when the mighty flood, 
covering 17,000 acres and making the second 
largest (the St. Marys being the largest) ar- 


tificial body of water in the world, struck the 


bridge these pilings were as matches, and 
the heavy wooden bridge, weighing ‘tons, 
was hurled down stream and lodged upright 
200 feet from its original place. 

The continual rush of water tore away an- 
other fifty feet, and only a short time elapsed 
before the entire country for three miles 

ofthe reservoir was inundated, The 
distance across the water is three miles.

The serious trouble in which the United

he deems unconstitutional, ds so 
-untenable that no President has ever acted 
upon it or proclaimed his approval of it. 

It the proposition is true, then the Pres- 

ident alone is to decide what laws of Con- 
gress shall be enforced and what statutes 
shall be canceled, and he has supreme ju- 
dicial authority to reverse Bupreme Court 
decisioris, énfcree laws pronounced uncon- 
stitutional by the Supreme Court, and veto 
regularly enacted statutes sustained by the 
established | judigial department of our 
Government, 

This would make Congress a mere com- 
mittee to advise the President in matters of 
legislation and it would make the Supreme 
Judges a mere committee of law clerks to 
aid the President in his functions as su- 
preme law-giver. and judge. 

To admit that the President can exercise 
such a tremendous authority only at his 
peril, and that he is liable to be impeached 
and deposed asa usurper if Congress and 
the Supreme Court do not accept his inter- 
pretation of the Constitution, isto admit 
that the Constitution clothes him with no 
such supreme judicial authority. 

Any citizen can disregard the statutes 
at his peril,’’ and so can the President, 
but that does notimply that either the 
citizen or the President is authorized by 
the Constitution to set aside the acts of the 
Legislature and decisions of the courts, 
and nullify the statutes merely to satisfy 
his constitutional scruples. 

Of course when an act is unquestionably 
invalid, when Congress as well as the 
President thinks so, and when there is 
little doubt that the Supreme Court is of 
the same opinion, the President can refuse 
to enforce it by common consent without in- 
curring any peril whatever. But he has no 
more constitutional authority for refusing 
to enforce such an act than for refusing to 
enforce the most unquestionably valid act 
of Congress. He is simply exceeding his 
authority, as Jefferson said he did when he 
made the Louisiana purchase, and trust- 
ing for his vindication toa general recog- 
nition of the necessity and propriety of his 
conduct.

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* THE DOG-CATCHING OUTEAGE. 

The dog catcher with garrote and wheeled 
cage has entered upon his spring cam- 
paign. The city is filled with the noise of 
his foul and profane language, the shrieks 
of his canine victims and the unavailing 
cries and protests of women and children. 
The dog catcher seems to delight in strang- 
ling and maiming: dogs, threatening and 
insulting women and abusing and fright- 
ening children into fits. 

We have special laws to protect animals 
from inhuman treatment. There is a, 
society which employs special officers to 
enforce these laws. If private citizens 
violate them they are subject to arrest 
and punishment. Yet the city arms thugs 
with authority and garroting wires who 
are permitted to inflict the most brutal 
cruelty upon inoffensive animals on ac- 
count of the shortcomings of their owners. 
They capture the licensed and unlicensed 
dogs alike without regard to the rights or 
protests of owners. They violate common 
humanity and common decency with im- 
punity. 

In justification of this outrage upon jus- 
tice and humane civilization it is urged 
that only thugs can be induced to engage 
in such work. But is there any justifica- } 
tion forasystem which compels the use 
of “thugs as law officers and the exercise of 
brutality? If we cannot find abetter way 
of collecting dog taxes and ridding the 
city of dog nuisances than this we had bet- 
ter do without the revenue and bear the 
nuisances. But with an efficient police 
force and the laws now on the statute 
books it would be easy to find a better 
way. Mankind owes humane treatment, 
at least, to its best and most faithful 
friend in the brute creation.

THE COST OF BANERUPTCY. 


The Philadelphia Times has made some 
study of the Reading bankruptcy and 
reached results which will serve td illus- 
trate the history of railway corporations 
all ovér the country, ‘‘The Reading cor- 
poration is bankrupt to-day,’’ says the 
Times, ‘‘simply because it has been per- 
sistently robbed by those who manipulate 
corporate credit. 

This may be said of nearly every rail- 
road corporation in the United States. 
The occasion of the Reading failure was 
the refusal of certain ‘‘financiers’’ to 
honor its credit for $5,000,000 to save it 
from the disaster which has overtaken it. 
But these same men now propose to handle 
a loan, aggregating 541, 800, 000, with no 
more security than was offered for the loan 
of one-eighth that amount.

CINCINNATI’S FORTY-TWO FACTORIES 
INVOLVED IN THE TROUBLE. 


A Question of the Employment of Non-

OINCINNATI, ©O., May 4.—Cincinnati is 
threatened with the most extensive strike 
ever knownamong the furniture manufac- 
turers.

This was refused and the union 
men went out. The st rikers applied for work 
at other factories, but ran against 
alittle plan. Forty-two ofthe leading firms 
had agreed that whenever a man left a shop 
he should be given a card stating that he 
had worked for the firm and giving the cause 
Ot leaving. The forty-two firms agreed to 
hire only men with cards, The} falled to 
obtain employment. The forty-two firms 
joined In an ettempt to start the Huss 
factory, but yesterday it failed. The cabinet 
workers number but 2,500 men, but their 
striking will throw 7,400 others out of em- 
ployment in the ripping and carpenter de- 
partments. Both the manufacturers and 
employ es are well organized and determine d 
towin. Along lock-out is expected.

ALBANY, N. T., May 4.—Gov. Flower has 
denied the application for clemency for Car. 
‘| lyle W. Harris, and Harris will be electro- 
cuted during the week beginning Monday 
next. 

Carlyle W. Harris, whois to-day the most 
talked about criminalin America, was born 
Sept. 28, 1880, at Glens Falls, W. Y., fol- 
lowed various clerical occupations until he 
was 19 years ola, and then entered the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons—the med- 
ical school annex of Columbia College—in 
New York City. He proved an exceptionally 
bright student, and was makinga name for 
himself in college when his "college course 
was suddenly cut short by his arrest on the 
charge of having murdered his school-girl 
wife, Helen Potts, who died suddenly at the 
boarding school which she was attending. 

At the time of her death her marriage with 
Harris was unknown and no suspicion at- 
tached to him. In course of time various 
suspicious circumstances in connection with 
Helen Potts’ deat®became known, the mat- 
ter was agitated in the newspapers, and 
Harris came forward and surrendered him- 
self. He was tried in January, 1892, and con- 
victed on circumstantial evidence and was 
sentenced to death. He appealed to the 
Court of Appeals, but the judgment of the 
lower court was unanimously affirmea, ap- 
plication for a new trial on the ground of 
newly discovered evidence was then made to 
Recorder Smythe, butin vain. Harrts was 
resentenced to die in the electric chair during 
the week beginning May 8, and was taken to 
Sing Sing on the 23d of last ‘month, 

When murderers Rohel and Palltster made 
their daring escape from Sing Sing a few days 
j the offered freedom to Harris, dut he 
sa 

No, I do not want to escape. I am inno- 
cent of tne crime of whichI am convicted, 
and believe the truth will come out and save 
me from execution.’’

~ tle **estates’’ to encroaching land- grabbers, 
and their children are consequently to-day in 
a condition of petty serfdom. 

Precisely as in Wordsworth's time you will 
find outside the Cumbrian villagers’ cot- 
tages the shade of grand old sycamores 
and always a tall fr through which 
the winds sing when other trees are 
leafiess;’* in the rear a little orchard; an 
ample herb-bed; a near rill or spring-spout 
with its ceaseless wimple; a comely garden; 
comfortable stone outbuildings for grain and 
for winter housing of the cows and tiny but 
hardy Oumbrian sheep; and always the shed 
for the hives of bees which distill from the 
mountain heath the darkest, but ever the 
Sweetest, honey in the world. 

These village home interiors are no less 
characteristic. The floors are usually of the 
same huge slates as those covering the roof. 
They are scrubbed and cleaned until they 
shine like dusky mirrors. Frequently you 
will and them, particularly near the door 
and fre-place, decorated with white, ochre 
and vermillion chalk in figures and scroll- 
work embodying strange fancies in rustic 
art. The Hving- room or ‘‘fire-house’’ as it 
is called, is always very large for a cottage, 
often from eighteen to twenty-five feet 
square, low, but with the richest of old and 
polished oaken beams in the ceiling. Indeed 
old oak may be found in these Cumbrian vil- 
lage homes tn profusion. 

The long, solid table with benches at its 


Sides, where the ‘‘statesman,’’ his family 


and laborers sit together at meals and of 
evenings in winter; the long settle, or 
two-yards long seat at one side of the great 
fire-place, and the ‘‘sconce,’’ on the other 
side, under which the night’s fuel, called an 
**elden,’’ is placed; the chairs, huge and 
high and requiring a strong arm to more 
them; the high, narrow, sprawling-legged 
D@reaus; the many iron or brass bound 
chests; the beds huge and strong enough to 
hold giants, for these Cumbrians are often 
tremendous in stature; — are all of 
oak, curiously carved and wonderfully pol - 
ished. All this is sometimes varied by pieces 
of , almost as unique as can be 
found among the peasant homes of Brittany. 
this large, clean ‘‘fire-house’’ or liy- 
ing-room there are in all directions inviting 
vistas through wide, low doors and cozy 
stone **lean-tos,’’ perhaps each one built 
in a different century, to tiny-paned win- 
Gows, splayed d like turret windows, 
white with inner curtains, and in sum- 
mer ablaze with outer bud and 
blossom. These villagers rooted to the land 
which gave them birth not only by the sacred 
ties of heredity but by the, to them, more 
P s heritage of ownership, neither 
emigrate nor flock to the congested towns. 
H is rare rural England as it has for 
cehturies been, amonga type of independ- 
„ half-defiant folk, whose simplicity, 
piety, hardihood and solidarity compel 
genuine admiration and respect. 

Many of the comparatively modern villages 
of Yorkshire, Lancashire, Derbyshire and 
Staffordshire, the village homes of opera- 
tives in mines, mills and potteries, are far 
prettier and more comfortable than even 

lishmen would have us believe. A 
half dosen different religions fighting tooth 
and mail for their piety and pence, 
the * unrest that comes through 
almost 


unlimited to news- 
and books, and the changed stand- 
as ot necessities and luxuries pressed 
sorely upon the highest limitations of even 
largely increased wages, have given the 
villagers of thistype of hamlets an entirely 
different mental and material mold. I 
would not say they are happier for the 
change: but their homes, food, labor, wage 
and environMent are, as we measure things, 
infinitely superior to those of the same class 
from a half century to a century ago. 

Many of these hamlets are massed about by 
trees, have architecturally beautiful little 
churches, chapels, club houses, lbraries 
and the neatest ofshops. Nearly all are tidy 
and clean.

Each stone farm-house and cotter’s village 
home stands in its own orchard, brilliant with 
sprays of pink and white or with Dalis of 
russetand gold, according to the season. 


| Chaffinches and robins are among the 


mosses in all these orchards; Diackbirds and 
thrushes everywhere in the thick garden 
shrubberies and in the tangled coppices and 
hedgerows. The stage coaches are here 
just as ot old. 850 are the carrier, the carter, 
the thatcher, the tiller, the drainer, 
the plowman, the shepherd, the 
common field laborer and even 
the poacher; all as heedless of Reform as 
Ouban guajiros, and all with kindly faces and 
Speech betokening sturdy pride in their vo- 
cations, which were the toil of their fathers 
before them. There is no elbowing, no jost- 
ling, no harrying or burrying. Everybody 
saunters, dozes or labors as though content 
never paid penalty to want. An atmosphere 
of unconstrained amplitude broods over all. 
Hundreds of the olden Engligh villages are 
surely bere in a region that knows nochange. 

Unless one has really wandered in rock- 
buttressed old Cornwall it is hard to believe 
that outside the picturesque coastwise fishing 
hamlets there is such a thing as character- 
istic village life. To the casual observer from 
the railway train, the whole face of the land 
seems torn and scarred as if by tremendous 
elemental struggies. A myriad hissing frag- 
ments of exploded planets, hurled in awful 
upper rain upon its face could have left no 
more unsightly hurts. But it is fullofentran- 
cing hidden hooks where, sloping from tagged 
moorlands are Deauteous little valleys with 
ample farms, lessening into tinier checkers 
of hedge and the lane-broiderea fields and 
these into mossy old hamlets, where the 
white Wesleyan Chapel and the Norman- 
towered parish church are the only two 
structures showing through a wealth of 
trees, but where are curious old homes and 
always a bawling moorland stream turning 
the gray, huge wheel of some trembling old 
mill. ä 

Here, miles perhaps from their ‘‘pairdner’’ 
work **below grass’’ in the mines on the 
moors, live swarthy Coden (cousin) Jack“ 
with scores of cotter laborers upon the 
farms. Wherever these village cottages are 
their walls are of everlasting stone, em- 
bowe in brilliant Cornish creepers and 
roses, with cement floors, and thatched roofs 
subject to intermipable repairs from on- 
Slaughts of scores of busy sparrows, tiny 
miners themselves, endlessly sink- 
ing shafts aad drilling ‘‘cross-cuts’’ 
and ‘‘tevels’’ in the soft and yielding 
straw. There is one room below; some- 
times two; and a half-story garret beneath 


the thatch. There is only a front door. A 


window is at either side of this, and some- 
times directly above these,tiny panes to 
light the garret. Each cottage is provided 
at the end or back with an open fire-place in 
the center;asortof range at one side, cov- 
ered with brass ornaments, which the 
housewife is endlessly polishing with powder; 
while at the other side is the ‘‘ungconer’’ 
with “*heps’’ or upper and under doors, for 
storing fagots or furze for fuel. 

The furniture though scant is honest and 
useful, At the ure - place are the brandes,. 
a triangular iron oh legs on which, over the 
coals, the Kettles boll, the circular cast-iron 
**baker’’ is set, and the fish. or meat, when 
they can be luckily had, are ‘‘scrowled’’ or 
grilled. There are perhaps four chairs, 
singularly enough with solid mahogany 
frames, \but the seats are of 
painted pine and are waxed 
weekly. These are for best“ and all the 
best. For every day use one or two Arms 
or rude benches are provided. The single 
table is of pine, an unpainted side for daily 
use, and scrubbed dally, anda painted side 
for Sunday. The table ware is something 
startling in cheap goods, for the Gipsy 
hawkers frequent Cornwall, and each mem- 
ber of the family is provided with a real 
**chany’’ cup and sarcer with a gorgeous gut 
band. 

For his class the Oornish villager is a gen- 
erous liver. The young folk have an unusual 
fund of games distinctive of Cornwall; mar 
riages provide extraordinary festivals; the 
dead are watched“ from death to burial 
and funerals provide subdued diversions 
with heroic feasts; leaping} wrestling, ran- 
ningycricket and putting the stone’’ are 
the principal amusement of youths and men, 
in Willich they excel; and their countless en- 
deared hobgoblins and ‘‘bugaboos,’’ which 
Wesley and Whitfield along with the railways 
and telegraph were never able to lay, 
draw these sturdy Cornish villagers closer 
together around the flashing village smithy 
forge, the Cornishman’s chief place of even- 
ing resort, or within the home-glow of their 
blazing ingle-nooks, during the long winter 
nights when the cruel fogs pound in over the 
moors from the seething Channel, or the tem 
pests howl across the dreary, shuddering 
moors. 

Practically all English village folk are 
laborers, whether operatives, shepherds, 
Wagopers, thatchers, drainers, or common 
field daborers, just as they have been for 
hundreds of years. There may be a publican 
or innkeeper, ashopkeeper, who is post- 
master or postmistress, a carpenter who is 
often a painter, undertaker, verger and 
gravedigger in one, a baker. a tailor, a black - 
smith anda poacher, for the latter is in 
every hamlet in Britain, all great oracles in 
their way, But three families of quo lity, 
and frequently not that many, are known— 
those of the lord of the manor or the Squire, 
the rector or the curate and the school- 
master; forthe doctor is always summoned 
from a near city or town. 

English village lifeis, therefore, found to 
lie within a wonderfully close horizon. I 
have been much with these folk in their la - 
bor, their diversions and their homes. After 
looking at them long and earnestly with my 
own eyes, I have tried tp get, as near as pos- 
sible, into their pers>déal environment and 
then look out of the ,/Wwindows of their minds 
and their habitatigus upon the every-day 
world about them. In this way a good deal 
that is not hopel-#s and much that tg grati- 
fying can be di ed.

Governing the Sale of res on the Ner- 
chants’ Exchange of St. Louis. 
ADOPTED Mar 4, 1898. 

Rule 1—There shall, annually, be appointed 
an Egg Committee consisting of three mem 
bers ofthe Exchange, same to be appointed 
by the President of the Exchange. They 
shall hold office until their successors are ap- 
pointed. 

Rule 2—The call as established by these 
rules shall take place on all the busiress days 
at 12 o’clock, or Kiimediately threafter, ex- 
cept when altered by early closing rules of 
the Exchange. 

Rule 3—The quality of eggs shall be classed 
as follows: Fresh eggs, ursts; fresh ergs, 
seconds, and shall consist in quality as fol- 
lows: Fresh eggs, firsts; shall be reasouably 
clean, in good order and sweet, dry packages, 
and to pass at mark shall comprise 
at least 75 per cent of fresh, full and sweet 
and fresh eggs, the balance to be good mer - 
chantable stock. The loss on this class not 
to exceed one dozen rotten or spotted 
and a half dozen cracked eggs. 
Should the loss be greater than 
the above stated quantity, they shall 
be a good delivery, but the excess shall be 
allowed to the purchaser. 

Fresh eggs, seconds, shall comprise mor- 
chantable stock inferior to firsts, and sold at 
loss off, unless otherwise agreed between 
buyer and seller. 

Rule 4—Refrigerator and held eggs shall 
comprise sweet, reasonably full, good, use- 
ful stock. 

Rule 5—When spot sales are made the eggs 
shall be ready for immediate delivery, unless 
otherwise agreed upon by both buyer and | 
seller. When sales are made for future’ 
delivery, the time for the delivery shall ex- 
pire at1o’clock on the last day of the con- 
tract. 

Rule G—In case of disputes arising de- 
tween buyer and seller on delivery, either 
party may call in the Egg Committee, 
who shall examine and“ determine 
the facts in the case, and their decision shall 
be binding on Doth parties and be final. The 
expense Of such inspection shall be borne by 
the party against whom the Uommittee’s 
award may be made. The fees for inspection 
shall be 10 cents per case. The committee 
shall have authority to employ’such expert 
help as may be deemed necessary. 

Rule 7—The regular order of the egg call 
shall be as follows: 

1. Fresh firsts. 

2. Fresh seconds. 

8. (Other grades as may be demanded at 
tne call.) 

4. Futures—The month and the two suc- 
ceeding months. The caller shall decide all 
rules of order governjng the call. 

Your committee, to whom was referred the 
duty of drafting a set of rules fur the govern- 
ment of the egg call and the egg trade of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, beg leaveto offer the 
enclosed for your consideration. It was 
deemed best to make the rales as

There can be no 
Goubt ofthe success of the scheme, as it is 
being backed by two noted Michigan men 
who are abundantly able to carry out the 


farm mortgages was made by the Commis- 
sioner of Labor Statistics in Michigan. It re- 
lated to more than one-half ofthe farms of 
that State.
